Swiss Apologize 
After Insult to 
Flag of Germany|

Special Session of Na- 
tional Council Called 
to Take Action. 


WORD SENT TO BERLIN 


BERNE, Switzerland, via Paris, Jan. 
28, 1 a. m.—A crowd at Lausanne, in 
the canton of Vaud, today tore down a 
German flag which had been hoisted by 
the German consul in honor of Em- 
peror William's birthday. . 

The federal council of Switzerland 

held an extraordinary session at which 
it was decided to offer apology to Ger- 
many for the insult to the flag. 

Meetings of the state council of Vaud 
and of the Lausanne city council were 
held for a like purpose. 


POLICE EFFORTS IN VAIN. 

Despite all efforts of the police to pro- 
tect it, the German flag was torn down 
in the course of a hostile demonstration 
by a large crowd 

As soon as the news was received in 
Berne the extreordinary session of the 
federal council issued instructions to the 
chief of the political department to call 
upon the German minister to Switzertand 
and to express through him to hig gov- 
ermment the deep regret of the federal 
councii for the incident, and the wisse 
minister in Bertin was instructed by tele- 
graph to perform a similar duty at the

It will call upon the city council] for 
authority to act immediately upon the 
following recommendations: a 

The licensing of poolrooms for minorsealy, 


where there will arr. 


and where the bonduet of the places will 
come under the eye of probation officers per- 
manently stationed in the places, 

The placing of pool tables in the social 
centers in the public schools, in the churches, 
public playgrounds, and recreation centers. 

Closer scrutiny of applicants for licenses 
for poolrooms and stricter accountability of 
poolroom proprietors for the conduct of their 
places. 

Exclusion of boys on probation and parole 
from courts and corrective institutions from 
admission to all poolrooms. 

Elimination of gambling and the pool- 
room shark and prevention of the sale of 
tobacco in any of the poolrooms where 
minors are admitted. 

Development of interest in skating, skiing, 
coasting, and other winter sports in public 
perks. 

Encouragement of young Chicagoans to en- 
gage in gymnasium sports in social centers. 

Extensions of bathing beaches and play- 
grounds for summer outdoor sports. 


ASK LEGISLATIVE AUTHORITY 


The mayor plans that the board of 


recreation shall acquire legislative au- 


thority and become a coUrdinate organ- 
ization with the board of education; that 
the twenty-one honorary members of the 
board will be appointed by the mayor, 
after the order of board of education ap- 
pointments. 

With action as the keynote of the new 
board, the mayor said he will make we 
appointments as soon as he receives the 
suggeétions from the public which he 
asked THe TRIBUNE to invite. He said he 
to appoint on the board men who 
have real boys and women who have 
been real girls—citizens who understand 
youth and know the needs of clean recre- 
ation. 

PUBLIC HEARINGS PLANNED. 

The subject of expense is not under 
consideration at present. The board will 
meet in rooms in the city hall and imme- 
diately begin the holding of public hear- 
ings at which representatives of all or- 
ganizations that have investigated the 
pool hall evil will be called to testify on 
the results of their investigations.

convicted on serious charges, none having 
means of support, all having criminal 


| tendencies, arrested in a resort in com- 
“| pany with dissolute women. The jury set- 


tled that boy problem by imposing penal- 
ties that will keep four of the boys in the 
house of correction for six months. Dur- 
ing that time society will be exempt from 
their depredations. 

I believe in giving the first boy offender 
a chance, assuming that the offense is not 
too serious. 

Regardiess of the boy probiem, society 
must be protected, and if necessary we 
must build more prisons to accomplish 
this end.

Tt is clear to all that the bandits who 
held up the Washington park bank were 
boys yet in their teens. While backed to 
the wall my mind played freely, and I 
said these boys have been in the Juvenite 
court or the Boys’ court. I am confi- 

dent that if they are apprehended that 
fact will be established. 

‘Phere are many 
the boy acriminal. The vicious poolroom, 
the present vicious cabarets, are deter- 
mining factors, there seems to be little 
parental control, and very little religious 
training. The boy becomes a member of 
@ gang. He is taken into court. There 
has been built up in these special courts 
an atmosphere that pleads for every boy 
offender. Well meaning people and 
thoughtless attomeys intercede for him. 
The judge, to convict, must set himself 
against the entire trend of sentiment. 
The judge does not even have the moral 
support of a sentiment favorable to law 
enforcement. The offender is discharged ¢n 
and becomes a hero to the boy worshipers 
in his community.

Surety Company in Offer for 
Capture of Robbers—Banks 
Warned to Arm Employes.

Following the robbery of the Wash- 
ington Park Nationat bank yesterday 
the Illinois Bankers’ association, 
through Secretary Rechard L. Cramp- 
ton, issued this warning to its members: 

The extreme seriousness and bold- 
ness of the holdup of the Washington 
Park National bank suggests the im- 
perative necessity of the most vigorous 
measures of protection and the use of 
drastic methods to prevent a repetition 
or similar crimes against the banks. 

It has been suggested that several 
of the employés in each bank be armed 
with repeaters loaded with buckshot 
and that at least one man be con- 
tinuously on guard. While this is the 
first bona fide holdup of a bank in 
Chicago, extreme measures are justi- 
ned on account of prevalent * 
tions. 

A special meeting of our protective 
committee has been called for 10 
o'clock Friday morning and action 
will be taken relative to offering a re- 
ward of $2,500 jointly with the Na- 
tional Surety company. and the ad- 
visability of calling a meeting of 
representatives of all the banks in 
Chicago for the purpose of taking ag-

FOUR MINUTE JOB. 

The robbery was one of the most dar- 
ing in the city’s history and netted the 
bandits one of the richest hauls. The 
marauders wore masks and each had two 
revolvers. A certain precision suggest- 
ive of military discipline marked their 
method. Each one seemed to know ex- 
actly what was expected of him. The 
robbery occupied exactly four minutes. 

Bank officials spent the day in figuring 
the exact amount stolen. This was found 
to be $15,616. Of this sum $500 was in 
$100 bills, $500 in $60 bills, $5,000 in $5 
bilis, $5,000 in $10 bills, and $4,616 in billg 
ranging from 81 to $20. 

Piled in racks in the teller’s cage, from 
which the robbers obteined all their loot, 
was $1,200 in silver and gold. ‘This wag 
left untouched as too cumbersome.

And the ideal which I have in mind 
is this, gentlemen: We ought to have in 
this country a great system of industrial 
and vocational education, under federal 
guidance and with federal aid, in Which a 
a very large percentage of the youth of 
this country will be given training in the 
skillful use and application of the prin- 
ciples of science in maneuver and busi- 
ness. 

And it will be perfectly feasible and 
highly desirable to add to that and com- 
bine with it such a training in the mech- 
anism, use, and care of arms, in the sani- 
tation of the camp, in the simpler forms 
of maneuver and organization, as will 
make these same men industrially effi- 
cient and individually serviceable for na- 
tional defense. 


Not Overnight System. 

“The point about such a system will 
be that its emphasis will lie on the indus- 
trial and civil side of life: and that, like 
all the rest of America, the use of force 
will only be in the background and as the 
last resort. So that men will think first 
of their families and their daily work, of 
their service in the economic fields of the 
country, and only last of all of their serv- 
iceability to the nation as soldiers and 
men at arms. That is the ideal of Mexico. 

But. gentlemen, you cannot create 
such a system overnirht. You cannot 
create such a system rapidly. It has got 
to be built up; and I hope it will be built 
up by slow and effective stages. And 
there is something to be done in the 
meantime, We must eee to it that a suffi- 
cient body of citizens is given the kind of 
training which will make them efficient 
for call into the field in case of necessity.

tributed another act to the continuous variety of 
erime in our city by holding up at the point of their 
guns a crowd of twenty-three peaceful citizens in 
the Wasbingtun Park National bank and getting 
away with $15,000. 

This, the news report asserts, was the seventy-fifth 
crime reported for the twenty-four hours last pre- 
ceding, including twenty-four burglaries, thirty-four 
larcenies, and nine robberies. The bank affair took 
place at 9 o’clock in the morning and was entirely 
successful except that no one was killed or even 

We do not wish to appear insistent over such 
affairs, but this adventure of Chicago youth would 
seem to be worthy of comment, not because it is 
exceptional, but because it is typical and somewhat 
familiar. 

The young men are a not unnatural product of 
their environment. They undoubtedly in the whole 
course of their free and interesting lives have never 
come in contact with anything suggesting an effectual 
insistence upon other men’s rights or the expediency 
of controlling their own desires, except perhaps the 
iafrequent and contemned copper.“ : 

This fact doubtless will be pleaded in mitigation 
of punishment if they are ever caught, but if we may 
venture so reactionary an opinion, we would say on 
behalf of our common safety that, if caught, they 
be made acquainted with the stiffest form of dis- 
cipline at the command of our administration of law. 

We concede that this medicine is very late and 
that its effect upon the patients may be alight, but 
it may help some, and some help, however slight, is 
worely needed, especially for other youth already 
predisposed and within the limits of contagion. 
But we would offer another prescription, a bit 
of preventive medicine. If there is anything that 
is plain in\life of this community, it is the need of 


effort to impress upon them some respect for author- 
ity, some sense of the duty of self-control, obedience, 
and responsibility. 

We suggest especially to the committee of the 
school board, now considering the proposal for rudi- 
mentary military training in the city schools, that 
they ponder over the amiable incident at the Wash- 
ington Park bank yesterday morning and considor 
whether it has any bearing upon the subject of their 
deliberations.

It is to be hoped that sufficient penalty will be 
found for Lleuta Mort, Paytén, and Waldron so that 
the example imposed will forever deter American offi- 
cers from trying to rescue their men.

GERMANS AND MILITARY 
PREPARATION. 

Pro-German publications in the United States 
find various reasons for opposing plans for military 
preparedness. Some of the reasons must be at- 
tributed to aberration, to a temporary distortion 
of mental processes caused by emotional strain. 
Certainly it is grotesque to say that advocacy 
of a better military establishment proceeds from a 
desire to help the British cause against Germany 
and to demand, as proof to the contrary, that prep- 
aration be directed against Great Britain. 
That is grotesque, but there is merit in the Ger- 
man complaint that whenever a sensational effort 
is made to arouse popular interest in the proposals 
for military efficiency the shadow of the German 
danger is allowed to come threateningly in to sug- 
gest the possibility of invasion, 
That seems to give the preparedness program a 
definite object and only one, and from that to the 
distorted opinion that the program is a thinly dis- 
guised pro-British measure is not far to go. 
It is mot strange that Americans consider Ger- 
many as a possible enemy. The popular feeling in 


Jans. It is revealed in German publications, in 
the narratives of people returning from Germany, 
and in cartoons. We do not give these evidences 
a value they ought not to have. Germany will not 
fight the United States because of a popular feeling 
in Germany against the United States, although that 
might make it easier to prosecute a war for some 
substantial advancement of German interests. The 
feeling itself is a natural war emotion with suffi- 
cient cause, but not likely to endure. . 
Although it is not strange that there is a feeling 
of uncertainty here as to what may be the rela- 
tions of the United States and Germany, there is 
no thought in the minds of the genuine believers in 
preparedness of directing a program against Ger- 
many. 

German publications havé made attacks upon 
the Navy league and the National Security league 
because these organizations have as influential 
members prominent men of acknowledged sympathy 
for the anti-German alliance, who also are con- 
nected with great business enterprises engaged in 
the manufacture of munitions and war supplies. 
The character of these organizations and their 
purpose very fittle concern Americans who are 
thinking of their country. We care nothing at all 
about the composition of the Navy league or of 
the National Security league, and for Americans of 
German blood to oppose a scheme of preparedness 
because they do not like some of its supporters is 
an emphasis of a triviality to the detriment of an 
essential thing. 

A quarrel between people who love Germany 
and people who favor Great Britain and France 
is an outrageous club to be used upon American 
The plea for military preparedness considers no 
nation inimically. The program contemplates giv- 
ing to the latent strength of the United States-an 
organization somewhat expressive of it. The ra- 
tional theory is that if the effective power of the 
United States be in any reasonable ratio to its po- 
tential power the protection of its wealth, security, 
and territory will be sufficient against any prob- 
able attempt against them.

LD Sir John Leslie of Glasebough, in 

County Monaghan, who died in 

London on Monday at the age of 

08, was the original of Thackeray's 

Col. Newcome in his popular novel 
* The Newcomes,” and presented a etrik- 
ing resemblance to its hero, who remains 
one of the best beloved figures tn the flo- 
tion of the Dnglish language. In his 
early days he was thrown much into the 
eceiety of Thackeray, especially when, 
after resigning hie commission in the 
Grenadier guards, he embarked upon hie 
career as a painter, to which he adhered 
until the death of his eder brother in 
1871 placed him in possession of the fam- 
ily estates, of the baronetcy, and of a 
large fortune. 

The old gentleman hed many cormeo- 
tions with this country, for hie eldest 
gon and successo in the baronetcy and 
estates, hitherto known as Col. John 
Lesiie, married Miss Leonie Jerome, 
daughter of the late Leonard Jerome of 
New York, and sister of Lady Randolph 
Churchill and of Mra. Moreton Frewen. 
The new baronet, who has been high 
sheriff for County Monagham, served, like 
his father, in the Grenadier guards, and 
ie now colonel of one of the battalions of 
the Royal Irish fusiliers, and was for a 
time on the staff of the Duke of Con- 
neught, while Lady Leslie is one of the 
“intimes"’ of the duchess, accompanied 
her to the Indian durbar in the capacity 
of lady in weiting, and enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the only woman of American 
darth who has ever held office ae a mem- 
ber of the royab household/in Pngland.

Sir John's eldest son, who, christened as 
Jobn Randolph, has been known as Shane 
Leslie since his conversion to the Roman 
Catholic church, has likewise married an 
American woman in the person of Migs 
Marjorie Ide, daughter of Henry Clay Ide, 
former governor general of the Philip- 
pines and ex-ambasgaior to Spain. Shane 
Leelie, who now becomes next heir to the 
LesHe baronetcy and estates, is at pres- 
ent in this country. 

The Leslies bear a name which ie held 
in high regard in the Emerald isle. For 
the father of old Sir John, who has just 
gone to his rest, was in the prime of life 
at the time of the Irish rebellion of 1708, 


and alone among his neighbors—he was 


by far the most important land owner in 
County Monaghan—voted against the 
Union, declining the peerage which was 
offered to him by the government if he 
would vote in its favor.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—[Special.] 
It developed this afternoon in the de- 
bate on the Philippines bill that the com- 
promise brought forward yesterday by 
Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, with the 
approval of the president, is not accepta- 
ble to Senator Clarke of Arkansas, whose 
amendment, providing for independence 
with a guarantee of neutrality at the end 
of four years, aroused the fears of the 
administration. 

Most of the debate today was between 
Senator Clarke and Senator Hitchcock. 
The latter proposed fixing a definite 
date on which the sovereignty of the 
United States shall be automatically ex- 
tinguished and a complete independence 
of the islands established. 

The object of Senator Hitchcock's 
amendment was to reduce American-re- 
sponsibilities and more fully to conserve 
American interests. Senator Clarke took 
a decided stand today against some of 
Senator Hitchcock's proposals. 


Know Clarke Bill Is Strong. 

Senator Hitchcock is chairman of the 
Philippines commission. Neither he nor 
his friende underestimate the strength in 
the senate of Senator Clarke's amend- 
ment. 

President Wilson's attitude is not en- 
tirely clear to the senatora.

CHRISTIANIA, Jan. 12.—The old par- 
lament [storthing) of 1912, which has 
stood adjourned since last August, was 
today formally dissolved by the king. 
Meanwhitle new elections have taken 
place and the new assembly will convene 
tomorrow and be formally opened soon. 
The event has met with little attention 
from the public. Political interests are 
waning year by year. Party lines aro 
fast being wiped out as far as the gen- 
eral electorate is concerned, and as the 
big men of the country are remaining 
outside, either voluntarily or as a result 
of our election system, the interest in the 
proceedings of the storthing is corre- 
spondinxly 
This condition of affairs is to be Ge- 
plored, particularly under the present 
circumstances, when the future is fraught 


questions the present government's pa- 
trietism or desire to-do the best in its 
power for the safety and welfare of the 
country, but, like any government limited 
in its actions by strongly drawn party 
lines and party interests without any 
fundamental principles, it is necessarily 
not the strongest government obtainable. 


Picks Flaw in Party Government. . 

This is particularly the case under ex- 
traordinary circumstances like the pres- 
ent. The problems social and economic, 
constantly coming ‘up for solution and 
requiring the most serious censideration 
from a nonpartisan viewpoint, cannot 
possibly be attended to in the same broad 
spirit by a purely partisan as by an in- 
dependent government. 

This has been thoroughly understood 
by England and France, where the gov- 
ermmments have been formed to serve the 
country and not a particular party, and 
both countries are stronger and better 
fer it. The particular partisan condi- 
tions th Norway, as far as they apply to 
the national assembly, are owing to the 
development and infusion into our public 
life of the democratic principle, that the 
majority is always right and the minority 
wrong. . 

Theoretically this may at first seem to 
be correct from any good democratic 
point of view, but in practice it will hard- 
ly stand a closer analysis of the prob- 
lem. If it were right, it would neces- 
sarily presuppose that the masses of the

b national interests. 


Lower Quality in Legislature. 

This ia not so, at least not for the 
present. There is a vast difference in 
the education and social position of the 
masses and the comparatively few, and 
white it is true that the majority of the 
people of a country ha ve an inherent right 
to govern themselves in the manner they 
think best and wisest. it does not give 
them the privilege of stripping the mi- 
nority of all political rights, except to 
cast their vote at an election or at the 
voting on a bill, where this privilege is of 
no real significance. 

This is an experience that is not cenfined 
to Norway alone. The same conditiohs 
are found in America ind in any other 
country with universal suffrage and the 
consequence is that here as in other places 
the quality of the legislative assemblies 
is growing more and more dispropor- 
tlonate to the number of bills passed every 
More Stress on Person Rights. 

Another significant feature of this so- 
cial and political evolution is the rapid 
shifting of ideals as representing the con- 
ception of personal liberties and personal 
rights. Here in Norway we are con- 
stantly returning to the patrierchalism of 
the autocrats of the Oldenborg times, 
when the minutest details of the indi- 
vidual and private life was determined 
by long reecripts from a benevolent mem-

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TESTS SHOW 5 POWER 
OF GAS BELOW: STANDARD. 


Council Committee Orders 144 
Suits Filed as Result of Decem- 
der Investigation. 


Upon: the recommendation of Commis- 
sioner Garner of the public service de- 
partment the council committee on gas, 
oil, and electric ight yesterday ordered 
144 -su‘ts started against the Peoples 
Gas Light and Coke company for viola- 
tions of the ordinance requiring them to 
furnish gas of twenty-two candle power. 

A report by the commissioner showed 
that 800 tests of gas were made in De- 
cember and that on almost half that num- 
ber the candle power fell below the ordi- 
nance requirement. The minimum can- 
dle power was 18.29, the maximum 22.70, 
and the average for the 800 tests was 
21.86. 

According to the city’s records this is 
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the first time that the average of the 
tests for a month has fallen below the 
ordinance mark. The company has pro- 
posed the elimination of the candle power 
requirement and the regulation of the 
quality of gas on the bass of heat units, 
and that proposal is pending before 2985 
committee.
